lations is now belore this house, and what is the 
ultimate course to be pursued by this country with 
respect to them, is the pont to b* determined. 
Lam glad that this view of the subject has been 
taken: afit had not been brought forward now, 
where could it have been introduced ?--With re- 
gard to this resolution, I feei myself scarcely inter- 
ested in the decision of the question. But I feel 
myself interested to a degree { cannot express in 
the course ultimately tobe adopted. We are stand- 
ing on the verge of a war: and the observations [ 
shail make are addressed to the understading of 
€ev.ry man who hears me. 

J touched upon a question the other day which 
13 OF the last imporaice on this point. From what 
dvesthe power of this governnicat spring? From 
cominerce, the scate of peace and war, and from 
torcign relations——Fhe reguiation of commerce 
Zave birth to this Constitution I; was never in. 
readed that this nation should pursue the Chinese 
policy.—Ouwi of a revewuet drawa from commerce 
alone can the gsaeralt government fullil its public 
engagements. Lo provide for the general weilare 
and public safety, was this consintution formed. 
I canuot help carrying back my mind to the adcup- 
ton Of this constitution. Ttrembie at the reccl- 
lection of the predictions made in that body. It 
was then foretold by the greaiest orator that ever 
spoke,* thatif the time showed ever come, that 
the state goverumenrs and the federal government 
should have to be supported by direct taxation, that 
tie Existence of one of We other must be destroy- 
ed.” An attempt to feel the public pulse by this 
mode of raising a revenue, has already proved this 
tact. We are now about to resolve thar we will 
have no connection of imports aud exports wich 
the rest of mankind, and live in a comoiete sate 
of seclusion Whatis the result? Are we prenar- 
edto violate the public faith? Are we prepa ed 
tor this stae? Tkaow at is aquestoa what we 
Bhatt do with our surplus revenue. Where will be 
our revenue if we do not de-iveat trom our tonna sey 
and in impost upoa car imports and expt 
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It does appear to me that the final extinction of 
the governments of there states is at hand. Ifwe 
have no connection with foreign nations, no trade, 
no relations of peace and war—for our present staice 
is nether one nor the other—where is the use of 
the general government? It can no longer act for 
the purposses for which it was originally instituted. 
I have nothing further from my thoughts than the 
destruction of the general governmen™. I have 
reason to believe, gf that the man who isto 
wield the destinies of this nation thinks that the 
State governinents ovght not to exist. And I think 
it will soon be made a question, whether the pow- 
ers of the general zovernient shall or shall not be 
improved so as to lessen the power of the difierent 
Stare governments. P 

The strength, grandeur, and magnificence of 
this government will swallow up the state govern- 
ments. Upon the present system you cannot col- 
lect a revenue—you cannot squeeze our of Virginia 
her proportion of the revenue by direct taxation. 
The Federal government it now about to take the 
attiiude of a mere interior government.—Ask 
the Secretary of the Treasury from whar the pow- 
ers of this government grow, and he will tell you 
from Commerce and oux foreign relations: nor in 
making roads, digging canals, &c. &c. If the 
general government once begins to attend to these 
matiers of internal improvement, the governments 


| of the stave are extinct and will cease to exist. 
“Smee they willhawe nothing to do with the regula- 


tion of commerce, where will be the necessity of 
having two governments ? 

Thisis my fear, which 1 feel to be my duty ro 
»xpress. Two governments, each depending for 
support upon the same people, ard that support to 
de derived from direct taxation, cannot exist. The 
people in the partof the country were I live, can- 
not make their payments ; they look forward to 
something like the res: oration of the natural course 
of things, in which they may be abie to fulfil their 
engagements with ezch other. Much has been 
said respecting the similar situation of the colonies 
in 1774 and the United States in 1808, I ask if 
the -urse to be pursued by us, a free, sovereign, 
and indenendent nation for coercing ail the rest of 
the world, is the came which was pursued by us as 
coionles to coerce the mother country.— ‘Tl here is no 
analogy between the state of the rest of the wor'd 


_ then and now; or between the United States, then 


andnow ; or between the relateve state of the par- 
ties; and this new and invented system cannot co- 
exce them, whar is the situa:ion of Spain an Portu- 
gal and the Amesican depecdencies? What is the 
relative staieof Great-Britain and France ? It is 
totally changed. Whar is ovr condition? Entirely 
al ered. We have now made a debt at the price 
of cur independence. We could then live without 
revenue, because we had. nu purpeses to which re- 
venue could be applied. But upon the present sys- 
tem, whence is your revenue to be derivec )——If 
you Say you will not suffer any intercourse with the 
world, there:s nothing left to you but direct taxa- 
tion {1 confess that Lt fret mort:fied that the pro- 
ceedings of the old Congess sheuld be called m to 
ju siify the procecdings cf i dependent American. 
An address to the peop e of Great-Brivain aud ire- 
land, and the Wes: Indies, humble petitions to his 
majesty, &e. ke andihe old deciarations of that 
day are quoted to show cur power to coerce the 
world.

government, it is the most detestable and mischiev- 
ous of any which I can conceive, Thisis the ori- 
ginal cause of my alarm, and when I consider that 
be who is to direct the cestines of thie nation, is that 
indrerdual, who from the begining of our Federal 
Government, bas been regutarly opposed to our state 
institutions. —TI feel alarms with regard to them. This 
alarm may be unfoanded, but it iswincere. 

I must regret that the only system of policy 
which the wisdom of this house could derive is 
drawn from our state of colonial weakness, which 
our ancestors were obliged to adopt against she 
mother country. Whar is the spirit of 1776: 
touch the soil of the country, ard you touch the 
bear’, life and blood of every man onit. The old 
Congress resisted every attempt of this kind, and 
before the declaration of indepencte ice was pub- 
lished, Montgomery was under the walls of Que- 
beck. ‘The system wuich we have latterly pursued, 
is periectly ruinous. The laws of seme of the 
states, have shut up the courts of justice: and 
these are the means trom which sowe derive their 
popalariry, What populari y is that which is 
drav7n from shutting up courts of jastice and ex- 
tension of the payment of deb's—it is drawn from 
the most Corrupt of all possible sources. Thissys- 
tem goes to tne demoralization, to use the new 
trangled langusze, of the whole mass of the people 
—Itsvikes ac the root of common hanesty—and 
yet by this policy we were to bring Great-Britain 
and ail Europe at our feet. Suchhas been the sys- 
tem in Georgia, Virginia, and isn w to be adopted 
ian Mavviand. Tous this.sysvem of coercion on fee 
reign powers Cuts off the great stream cf justice ; 
it is injurious and fatal to us and must at last shut 
up the Exchequer.

That all the naval, West-In- 
dia and East-India interests in England are desi- 
rous for war wish us is unquestionable; but shall 
we on this account adupt a pacific, quaker-like pol- 
icy ? There is a nom conductor berween wus and 
France, and shall we submit to Great-Britain, in 
proeerien as we know her to be inimical’? We 

ave exhausted the cup of patience, we have drain- 
ed the calice of humiliation to its dregs. And if 
we have not spirit to resist either Great-Britain or 
France, or both, let us expunge the declaration of 
independence from our statute book ! Have we be- 
come a sort of middle people between the civiliz- 
ed nations and the American savages? No, sir, we 
have no rightto take rank with the Indian; if 
they were to suffer as we have suffered, although 
the last man in the tribe should remain, as long as 
the wampum and tomahawk remained, he would 
think himself disgraced by submitting to our suffer-

will retain your rights, aud omit to exercise them.

and yet we destroy the spirit of the nation by for- 
bidding the nation todo what every man hasa 
tight todo Why should I waste my strength in 
more calculations? In my country the September 
frost has killed one half of our crop—The embar- 
go has destroyed two thirds of the other half, and 
there is no market for the remainder.

Washington consider the superior ta- 
lents of Jefferson equal, in the worst of 
times, to the salvation of hiscountry ? Most 
infamous blasphemy.—It is truc that Judge 
Marshall in his Life of Washington, records 
a circumstance, but in a manner no way to 
the honor of Mr. Jefferson, that during one 
of the most gloomy periods of the revolu- 
tion, when the stoutest hearts were ready 
to sink, and when the times required the 
active presence of every patriot, particular- 
ly of those who were looked to as giving a 
tone to the spirit of the times by their ex- 
ample—It was at a period like this, when 
Washington found himself deserted by ma- 
ny, Whe under more cheering prospects had 
pledged to be constant, “in season and out 
of season,” in their devoirs to liberty, and 
when he saw the destiny of his country 
shrouded in sombre gloom—it was at a time 
like this, that he enquired, in the accent of 
refiroach not of .confidence, “ where is Jcf- 
ferson?” The fact is, the peril of the 
times had frightened him to a “ dignified 
retreat,” in the d0s0m of Carter’s mountain 
—or, to that of his faithful slave. And this 
is the man, who has been our president 
near eight years—who found the nation 
prosperous, respected abroad, happy at 
home; and who leaves us in a few months, 
plunged in distress, the American charac- 
ter abroad a name for the finger of scorn to 
point at, and at home shook with convul- 
sions that portend a dreadful dissolution. 

It ought to be esteemed an indispensible 
duty, whenever these minions of Mr. Jef- 
ferson speak of him as the compatriot of 
the immortal Washington, to remind them 
and him of his patronage to the Milamous 
Callender and his twin brother Duane, for 
defaming the illustrious Washington ;— 
and of his enmity to the federal govern 
ment from its first start, in establishing u5- 
der the editorial care of Philip Freneau, § 
paper for the express purpose of oppos!is 
the government, even when he was bign- 
self one of the first officers of government.

FIRE—On Sunday morning last, be- 
tween the hours of 2 and 3 o’clock, a fire 
broke out in the tire proof building belong- 
ing to the Rey. Samuel Wigton, in Front- 
Street, occupicd by himself as a dwelling- 
house and dry goods store ; and which, be- 
fore it could be extimguished, destroyed the 
greater part of his siock of dry goods, which 
was very extensive, and the whole of his 
household furniture, with a few exceptions. 
‘lhe property, we understand, was insured 
to the amount of 14,000 dollars, which is 
estimated to be very near the amount of the 
loss sustained—the policy of insurance, we 
are also informed, would have expired the 
day after to-morrow.— The fury with which 
the fire raged, required the unremitted ex- 
ertions of our citizens from half past 2 
until half past 6 o’clock, to keep it under. 
‘Lhe alertness of the firemen attached to 
the several engines, was such as to do them 
credit; and the diligence of our citizens, 
in general, was active and persevering. 
But, in bestowing commendation, there is 
yet aduty left which we perform with plea- 
sure: ‘1 oo much praise can never be bestow- 
ed upon those ladies, whoin this scene of 
conflagration and distress volunteered their 
assistance in furnishing water, and in form- 
ing a line for the conveyance of empty 
buckets; this assistance too, was rendered 
in numerous instances by ladies of the first 
respectability, whose education and delica- 
cy of habit, it was expected would render 
so severe an employment forbidding. It

» He was did-de-camp to general Gates, 
and adjutant general of the northern army. 
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General Gates reposed in him the most 
unbounded confidence, and entrusted him 
with his private correspondence. Afier the 
surrender of Burgoyne, the general selected 
him to be the bearer of his official dispatch- 
es to Congress, announcing that event, and 
recommended him in terms which seemed 
as if he thought he could not do enough for 
him ; yet, on his way to congress he stop- 
ped several days at Reading, and there be- 
trayed to major M’ Williams a secret cor- 
respondence between general Conway and 
general Gates, reflecting on general Wash- 
ington. 

Members of congress seemed desirous 
of heaping honors on him, in consequence 
of Gates’s recommendation, and the ques- 
tion was what should be done for him, when 
a member ‘sarcastically proposed voting 
him a pair of spurs ! 

Gates, on finding that his private corres- 
pondence was betrayed, wrote to gencral 
Washington—“I conjure your excellency 
to give me allthe assistance you can, in tra- 
cing out the author of the infidelity which 
put extracts from general Conway’s letters 
to me into your hands. Those letters have 
been stealingly copied. ‘There isnot one 
officer in my suite,* or amongst those who 
have a free access to me, upon whom I 
could, with the least justification to myself, 
fix the suspicion.”—[See Gates’s letter, 
note 5th of the 8d volume’of Marshal!’s his- 
tory. | 

General Washington, in answer, wrote 
‘that { Wilkinson | on his way to congress, 
in the month of October last, fell in with 
lord Sterling at Reading ; and, not in confi- 
dence that I ever understood, informed his 
aid-de-camp, major M’ Williams, that gen- 
eral Conway had written thus to you— 
* Heaven has been determined to save your 
country, ora weak general and bad coun- 
sellors would have ruined it.’~—-Lord Ster- 
ling, from motives of friendship, transmit- 
ted the account with this remark—“ The 
enclosed was communicated by [ Wilkin- 
son | to major M’Williams; such wicked 
duplicity of conduct I shall always think it 
my duty to detect.”——-[See note 6, at the 
end of the same volume. } 

Congress, in consequence of Gates’s 
high recommendation, appointed Wilkin- 
son brigadier general of horse, and he came 
down to the army to take his command, but 
the officers refused to serve under him. 
He then pushed off to Boston, and took a 
house, where he engaged in gaming with 
with Burgoyne’s officers. The convention 
troops (as LBurgoyne’s were cailed,) were 
quartered at Cambridye, and the officers 
were forbid going into Boston ; but Wilkin- 
son got them in at night andin disguise, 
and frequently had numbers of them at a 
time in his house, for days together. It is 
nosorious at Boston, that several of these 
officers lost large sums of money.—On the 
removal of the convention troopsto Vir- 
ginia, Boston was no longera place for 
Wilkinson, and he left it. As he passed 
by the army at the White Plains, in 1778, 
Gates challenged him, and they had a duel. 
Gates spoke in terms of great indignation 
of Wilkinson’s fexfidy in betraying his con- 
fidence. 


: Note of the cditor--Ose of whem, by the way, 
Wilkinson was, 
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Kosciusko was Gates’s second, and Car- 
ter (now Church) was Wilkinson’s. Kos- 
clusco signed a paper respecting Wilkin- 
son's conduct in the duel, but afterwards 
obliged Carter to give it up, and alledged 
that they had taken advantage of his ino. 
rance of the language ; that the contents of 
the paper were different from what Certer 
explained it to be. This produced long 
publications in the Fish-kill paper Wil. 
kinson afterwards went to Kentucky. 





The circumstances, which ure thus pour- 
trayed, fully prove the evil bent of this hoa- 
ry and mischievous man, in the more youth- 
ful stages of his life. Yet he has the atda- 
city to talk of placing real gentlemen and 
men of honor out of itsranks ; and, worst of 
all, he is permitted to call himself cosman- 
DER InN CuiEF of the American army ina 
time of general peril, and after recent dis- 
‘closurcs of a more heinous implication in 
crimes. 

Among the most important duties in- 
cumbent upon congress, is a consideration 
of the means best adapted to remove him 
from a station he dishonours, and which he 
may render fatal to the public safety. Of 
all the salvos for guilt, a court of enquiry 
instituted and proceeding like that before 
which he was examined, has the least cape- 
city to mislead. Upon exparte evidence, 
before three of his inferior officers, to be 
acquilted, is no purgation for Wilkinson 
from even the single charge submitted to it 
from among the mass.
